Section I—General Conditions 

l(i) The Japanese Grant Aid for 1981-82 of Yen one 
billion (C&F) is intended to be used for financing payments 
to Japanese Suppliers for import of fertilizer (Urea), und 
services necessary for the transportation thereof to ports 
in India. 

I(ii) The import licences should bo issued for an aggre¬ 
gate amount not exccedng Yen 1.110 billion (CIF) in 
favour of the importer, and should bear the superscription 
‘ k Ycn one billion Japanese Grant Aid for 1981-82”. The 
licence code for the first and second suffix will be “S/JN”. 

l(iii) No remittance of foreign exchange will be permitted 
against the import licence, except bnnk charges to the Bank 
of India, Tokyo which may be remitted through normal 
banking channels, payment towards Indian Agent’s Commis¬ 
sion, if any, should be made in Indian rupees to the events 
in India. Such payments, however, will form part of the 
licence value and will, therefore, be charged to the licence. 

I(iv) The fertilizer (Urea) should be procured only from 
Japan under this Grant Aid. 

J(v) The import licences will be issued on CIF basis with 
an initial validity upto 31-3-1982. In case the licensee 
needs further extension, the licensee should submit to the 
Cpi&E a proposal seeking an extension in tfie validity period 
of the Import Licence along with full Justification and ex¬ 
planation as to why the shipment and payments could not be 
completed within the initial validity period.

In no ciicums- 
tances the contract value should be expressed in any other 
currency. The FOB cost and freight amount should be 
shown separately but it should be clarified in the contract

I(viii) The purchase contract should be entered into only 
with the Japanese nationals or Japanese juridical persons 
controlled by Japanese nationals, A certificate (in duplicate) 
showing the eligibility of the supplier should be added to 
each contract. 

Section II —The following provision should be specifically 
incoiporated in the supply contrnct 

llfi) Th e contract is arranged in accordance with the 
Agreement dated the 17th July, 1981 between the Government 
of Tndia and Japan concerning the Grpnt Aid of Yen one 
billion for 1981-82 and will be subject to the approval of 
both the Governments, 

JItii) Payments to the suppliers shall he made through an 
"Authorisation to pay" (A/P) which will be issued by the 
Controller of Aid Accounts and Audit, Ministry of Finance 
Department of Economic Affairs, UCO Bank Building, Par¬ 
liament Street, New Delhi-110001 in favour of the Bank of 
India, Tokyo under the Japanese Grant Aid for 198F82.
